WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP) 
—Murray Snyder, new assistant 
secretary of defense for Public 
affairs, has announced he will 
stand for no favoritism toward 


certain news outlets. 

Snyder, former assistant press 
secretary at the White House, 
pledged that the department 
would give equal treatment to 
all news media. 

He made this statement in 
response to complaints by the 
Associated Press Managing Edi- 
tors Association. That the De- 
fense Department frequently 
has given news release “breaks” | 
to magazines in preference to 
the wire services and daily 
newspapers. 

William L. Beale Jr., chief 
of the AP Washington Bureau, 
sent the A.P.M.E. statement to 
Snyder with an invitation to 
comment. Snyder replied: 

“May 1 say at the outset that 
when a story of national in- 
terest develops, henceforth the 
procedure will be to release it 
to all media on an _ equal, 
across-the-board basis. I will 
not tolerate the playing of 
favorites. On the other hand, 
I will not discourage individual 
| initiative. 

“TI have made this policy clear 
to department of defense and 
service information chiefs.”

The Tucker Triumph 


Mayor Tucker’s smashing triumph at the 
polls represents an enthusiastic popular indorse- 
ment of his record, and especially of his non- 
political, professional approach to municipal 
affairs. It also is a clear mandate for more of 
the same—for a continuation of the able leader- 
ship that has sparked St. Louis's notable civic 
renaissance. Mayor Tucker has been good ‘for 
the city and the people know it. 


The election should also make several other 
things clear. Richard J. Mehan grasped for 
support from virtually every quarter that ap- 
peared even remotely promising, with the result 
that by the time the’ campaign ended he had 
sided with just about every dissident element in 


the city. The election tested the size of this 
collective opposition to individual municipal 
policies under Mr. Tucker. 

First and foremost is the issue of the 7-7-1 


plan for aldermanic reform supported by the 
Mayor and unequivocally opposed by Mr. Me- 
han. Some Negro politicians, some labor lead- 
ers and a few neighborhood business men hold 
the same view as that reflected by Mr. Méhan. 
Evidently they represent only the barest of 
minorities. The vast majority of the voters are 
with the Mayor. 

Second is the question of the Ozark Express- 
way through South St. Louis. Mayor Tucker 
has taken the advice of the engineers and has 
fought to convince the Aldermen to accept the 
route, which was laid down by the Missouri 
State Highway Department, approved by the 
United States Bureau of Public Roads and in- 
dorsed by the City Plan Commission. Mr. Me- 
han sided with those who would be displaced 
and who have proposed a riverfront route. Five 
wards are affected—Eight, Nine, Ten, Eleven 
and Twelve—and the Mayor swept each with ma- 
jorities ranging from two-to-one to four-to-one. 

Third, how do the people feel about the vague 
charges, originating in certain labor quarters 
and given circulation by Mr. Mehan, that the 
Tucker Administration has catered to “special 
interests,” has concentrated on downtown im- 
provements and has neglected neighborhoods? 
The vote totals speak for themselves. 

What of the future? Where does the city go 
from here? 

First the Aldermen will have to be persuaded 
to call an election on the proposed new Charter, 
probably in the fall. Adoption of the Charter 
is a paramount concern. Later the Metropoli- 
tan St. Louis Survey's recommendations will be 
made public, and shortly thereafter a _ city- 
county Board of Freeholders may get the task 
of reducing them to a metropolitan charter of 
some sort. In August, 1958, the Metropolitan 
Transit Survey's report will be ready for imple- 
mentation. Mayor Tucker’s next four vears 
promise to be even fuller than the first four.

Doubtful School Board Prospect 

While the City Administration clearly is in 
good hands, it is debatable whether the same 
can be said for the Board of Education. The 
Slate backed by the AFL Committee on Political 
Education and by many -ward organizations 
swept three of the four seats that were at 
stake. These are the same forces that have 
aligned themselves against Mayor Tucker and 
municipal progress. 

The School Board now ts dominated by an 
anti-reform element that has stubbornly re- 
Sisted proposals to concentrate school spending 
in the eclassrooms—on the children—rather than 
in the system's patronage-ridden Building De- 
partment. Unless there is a change in this atti- 
tude, the people will have to make a vigorous 
effort two years from now to put the School 
Board in other hands. 
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Now Try It Again 

We think the Missouri Legislature ought to 
try again for a salary increase. The proposed 
constitutional amendment in Tuesday’s election 
carried in both St. Louis and Kansas City, but 
was defeated outstate. Im view of this divided 
sentiment it is reasonable to conclude that many 
voters opposed the method rather than the 
principle of the salary increase. 

If the Legislature will now resubmit the prop- 
osition at the 1958 general instead of a special 
election, in order to remove any suspicion of 
trying to slip it across on a light vote; if it will 
apply the salary increase to future but not 
present members of the Legislature, in order 
to remove any aspect of self-serving—the re- 
sults may well be different. 
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A Foolish Stand Adhered To 


Twice in one day the State Department makes 
clear that it is going to continue to bar the door 
so that American reporters may not go to Red 
China. 

Secretary of State Dulles says at a press 
conference there is no change in the policy that 
he put into effect last August when Peiping 
invited the reporters. His deputy, Under Secre- 
tary of State Murphy, tells the Senate Fereign 
Relations committee that the reporters will be 
barred as long as the eight unfortunate Ameri- 
cans are held prisoner by Peiping. 

It is the same old stand and the longer it is 
adhered to the more foolish the United States 
and its press are made to appear. The State 
Department is using the press as a pawn instead 
of allowing the préss to go about its normal busi- 
ness of reporting the news anywhere in the 
world. It is indeed an odd policy for a nation 
that has always enjoyed a reputation for an un- 
rivaled freedom of the press. 

This strange policy which has just received 
such emphatic reiteration means that American 
readers may not have news from American re-* 
porters about Red China. With-the biggest pop- 
ulation and second in size to only Soviet Russia, 
Red China is in the midst of one of the biggest 
social revolutions in history. Yet Americans are 
forced to learn about it second and third-hand. 
Americans should be enabled to know as much 
as possible about this metamorphosis—both the 
good and the bad. Instead they must depend, at 
best, upon the screenings from foreign reporting 
and,.at worst, on the interpretation of propa- 
gandists. 

Three reporters did visit Red China despite 
the State Department ban. Now one of the 
three, William Worthy of the Baltimore Afro- 
American, has been temporarily denied a new 
passport. Mr. Worthy charges that the State 
Department put pfessure on the Columbia 
Broadcasting System in an attempt to prevent 
the use of his broadcasts. 

In general, newspaper men like everybody 
else, ought to obey State Department passport 
regulations even though they disapprove of 
them. Thus Mr. Worthy was technically wrong 
in going to China. Yet his act may have been 
necessary to bring a bad situation to a head 
and to raise in direct form the issue of the 
State Department's right to restrict a reporter's 
travel for political or arbitrary reasons. 

Harassment and punishment of Mr. Worthy 
in retaliation for his Action is certainly out of 
place. Therefore it is good to know that Sen- 
ator Hennings's subcommittee constitutional

rights will inquire into the case Thursday. 
Meanwhile the State Department ought to make 
up its mind that the ban on American press 
coverage of Red Chima some day will have to 
be lifted. The sooner the better! 
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Excellent Result in Texas 
Texas, it may be fafrly said, has served the 
best interests of the nation in electing Ralph 
Yarborough to the United States Senate. The 
53-year-old Austin lawyer will fill out the unex- 
pired term of Price Daniel, who resigned his 
Senate seat te become Governor last January. 


As a Democrat, Mr. Yarborough will keep 
the Senate organization in Democratic hands. 
This is to the country’s best interests at this 
time, in our opimion, but not because the Dem- 
ocratic party in itself is necessarily better than 
the Republican party. Neither party is per se 
“better” than the other. The reason it is pref- 
erable to have the Senate remain Democratic 
is that a change half way through this session 
would create a situation in which irresponsibil- 
ity would flourish. 

Had Republican Thad Hutcheson won, the 
G.O.P. would have moved at once, so Minority 
Leader Knowland pledged on the eve of the 
election, to take over the Senate through the 
tie-bDreaking vote of Vice President Nixon. And 
had that occufred, the House would have been 
of one party and the Senate of the other. As 
it Is, responsibilities are fixed—on the Repub- 
licanms in the Executive branch, on the Dem- 
ocrats in the Legislative branch. 

The election of Mr. Yarborough is fortunate 
in another way.

Ralph Yarborough on the other hand gives 
every indication of raising that level.

He will strengthen the Hill-Sparkman 
group of Southern Senators rather than the 
Eastland wing. All in all, his election is the 
best news to come out of the politics of the 
South in many a moon. 
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M.-K.-T.’s Accounting Methods 

A serious question about the recent account- 
ing practices of the Missouri-Kanfsas-Texas Rail- 
road has comé up, with the result that the 
Interstate Commerce Commission is sending a 
team of field investigators to find out the facts. 


George Leighty, chairman of the Railroad 
Labor Executives Association, is responsible 
for the development, He Says he has beén in- 
formed that the new M.-K.-T. management has 
recently listed capital expenditures as operating 
expenses. Such a charge-off, were it to occur, 
would be to list, for example, the cost of loco- 
motives aS a current operating expense. It 
might make a seeming differénce between prof- 
it and loss. 


Mr. Leighty qualifies his charge by saying 
that he has no actual knowledge of such ac- 
counting practicés. He says also that he does 
not know whether they would be improper. Cit- 
izens who have been reading the news about 
the M-K-T. case will know éven less about it 
than Mr. Leighty. But the railroad business is 
closely regulated by the Federal Government 
and the facts are readily obtainable. And so it 
is gratifying to know that the ICC will have 
accounting experts look at the M.-K.-T.’s fi- 
nancial records. 


If the Deramus management is interested 
primarily in giving the railroad economical ad- 
ministration, let that be made plain promptly. 
If it has some other motive, that needs to be 
brought out into the light of day as quickly as 
possible.

A strange book, “The Gadfly,” and the story 
of it is perhaps stranger than the story in it. 
“The Gadfly,” in case you had not heard—and 
very few have—is currently a best-selling novel 
in Russia. It has been translated into 17 lan- 
guages and sold 2,500,000 copies behind the 
Iron Curtain—remarkable facts in themselves, 
made more remarkable by the fact that it was 
oublished in 1897. 

It is an adventure story of spies and conspira- 
tors. Ethel Voynich, $2 now and living in New 
York, the author, was an Englishwoman who 
studied piano in Paris and Berlin, served as a 
governess in St. Petersburg, married an escaped 
Polish revolutionist, and translated the letters 
of Chopin. A motion picture of “The Gadfly” 
has been made in Russia, and a sequel to the 
novel, first published in 1945, “Put Off Thy 
Shoe,” is now being translated into Russian. 

Why afte Mrs. Voynich and her gadfly so fa- 
mous in the Communist countries and so thor- 
oughly unknown everywhere else? There is a 
St. Louis angle to all thé mystery, too. Why did 
so many St. Louisans read it in 1936 and then 
let it lie forgotten on the shélv@S of the Public 
Library until 1951? The library has four copies 
in English and one each in Polish, Russian and 
Yiddish. Maybe we can all find the answer if 
we give it a good going-over with a magnifying 
glass, our bi-focals, and our very best powers 
of deduction.

U.N. Gains in the Sinai 

Israel will improve the reception for her com- 
plaints if she will take an old-fashioned resolve 
not to holler un#il she is hurt. 

Everybody can understand why Israel should 
distrust Presidént Nasser’s new promises to the 
U.N. not to permit a resumption of border raid- 
ing from the Gaza strip. An Egyptian declara- 
tion of non-belligerency would obviously be 
more persuasive, and until such a declaration 
is issued the Israelis are justified in viewing 
anything less with skepticism, and maintaining 
safeguards against treachery. 

But when this has been said, it remains true 
that Nasser’s assurances to Secretary General 
Hammarskjold, his public proclamation in Gaza 
of a non-raiding policy, and his acceptance of 
UNEF border patrols as a means of enforcing 
that policy, are all decidedly better than noth- 
ing. If these steps fall short of Israeli desires, 
still they represent a considerable gain for the 
cause of peace and the U.N. should be com- 
mended, rather than criticized, for obtaining 
them. Should they prove to be illusory or de- 
ceptive in the future, that will be time enough 
to complain. 

As things now stand, Nassér seems ready to 
acquiesce in Israeli use of the Gulf of Aqaba 
‘and in a truce in the border war. That certain- 
ly is a considerable improvement over the situ- 
ation prior to last October, when he was still 
blockading the gulf and subjecting Israel to con- 
stant commando attacks. 

Mr. Hammarskjoid is entitled to praise for 
having won this much, and to support in future

First big atemic power plant in U. S. is frightening, eyewit- 
ness says; 5700 tons of steel will house 9-inch cube of dan- 
ger; generator may produce two thirds more than engineers are 
sure of; father of atomic submarine, Adm. Rickover, in charge.

I'm afraid of it. And that’s the sen- 
sation, I believe, any other ordinary 
person would experience if he were 
privileged to see this plant. 

The project is amazing, beyond the 
imagination of the layman. Shipping- 
port is a plant that will eost at least 
$55,000,000 by the time it is in opera- 
tion, perhaps by next November. 

Into it are going. 5700 tons of steel 
and 50,000 cubic yards of concrete. 
For what? 

To house what might be pictured 
as a cube of atomic reactor 9 inches 
on the side. 


More than that, not just to house 
that cube but to prevent the radio- 
active water and air it creates from 
escaping into the open. 


It’s like a huge packing crate filled 
with excelsior and in the very center 
of all that is one little coffee cup. 


The difference is that the cube in 
the center of the Shippingport project 
is dynamite—more than man ever has 
compressed into such a small space. 


It contains 115 pounds of enriched 
uranium. 


It ise housed in a 614- by 6-foot core 
clad in zirconium and other resistants 
to nuclear fission. And that, in turn, 
is housed in a pressure vessel 33 feet 
tall and 9 feet in diameter and weigh- 
ing 250 tons. 


Around the feactor pressure vessel 
is a spherical container made of steel 
1 inch thick and 38 feet in diameter. 

Around the heat exchangers and 
steam generators alongside the reactor 
“house” are similar ineh-thick steel 
plate containers ranging up to 150 feet 
in length and 50 feet in diameter. 


The containers are safeguards against 
a break in pipelines leading from the 
reactor to the generators and heat ex- 
changers, for out of that possible break 
would flash tadioactive steam or water 
pressurized at 2000 pounds per square 
inch. 

Shippingport is the scientist's dream 
come true, a dream of using atomic 
energy for the goed of man. 

Here on the banks of the Ohio river, 
some 45 road miles northwest of Pitts- 
burgh, they feel certain this atomic 
plant will produce 60,000 kilowatts, 
enough to power the two-county Penn- 
sylvania area served by Pittsburgh. 


They won’t be surprised if the plant 
actually produces 100,000 kilowatts. 

From the initial 52 mills per pro- 
duced kilowatt as they start this opera- 
tion, they confidently expect to have 
that cost down within our range before 
many more years have passed. 


At Shippingport everything is to be 
operated by remote control, from the 
sampling of specimens to the disposi- 
tion of waste. 

Shippingport is a pressurized water 
reactor projett, the first commercial 
atomic power plant in the United 
States, the first in the world to be 
operated by private industry. 

The Duquesne Light Co., a Pitts- 
burgh area utility, will operate this 
plant. 

The firm has invested $5,000,000 in 
it, the Atomic Emergy Commission the 
rest. 

Working with the Duquesne company 
and the AEC are the Westinghouse 
Electric Corp., which is building the 
muclear part of the plant under AEC 
contract, and scores of other contrac- 
tors and subcontractors. 

There are more than 1000 construc- 
tion workers on the project. 

At the head of this effort is a thin 
runt of a man named H. G. Rickover, 
rear admiral of the United States Navy 
and the father of the world’s first 
atomic submarine, the Nautilus. 

A wiry, white-haired guy who scorns 
a hat, who eats and sleeps and breathes 
atomic energy. 

A guy who thinks in terms of insure 
the future and tolerate the cost today. 

A guy who, when plagued by foreign 
industrialists about the cost of building 
atomic power plants, barked: 

“Forget the cost, it’s too much to 
consider. But remember, you can't 
have conception without sex.” 

And when the women interpreters 
refused to relay that message, he 
barked again: 

“If they won't tell you what I said, 
I'll wait until they’re out of the room 
and I'll tell you.” 

Presumably, when the women retired 
he told ’em—in each of their languages. 

“You can’t have conception without 
sex”’ has become a byword of the atom- 
ic energy crowd here at Shippingport. 

It’s the only way they can forget the 
staggering cost of hartiessing atomic 
energy for peacetime use. 


The Challenge of Lincoln University

It was a good call by the Legislature 
committee to put Lincoln University on 
the approved list for the future educa- 
tional expansion of Missouri. Lincoln 
has a remarkable genesis that should 
never be lost. It sprang directly out 
of the greatest moral issue this nation 
has had to face. 


But Lincoln still has its own soul to 
save. It too must break clean with the 
provincial past that was forced around 
it. It simply cannot grow as a “Negro 
institution” any more than the other 
state schools can grow as “lily white” 
institutions. Perhaps the more diffi- 
cult task is that of Lincoln University 
because some of our Negro leaders have 
been at the trough of vested interest of 
jimcrow so long until they still feel 
they should retain a little piece of that 
peculiar estate. 


Missouri’s new Gov. Blair can exert 
a telling influence on the fuller devel- 
opment of Lincoln in our state higher 
educational system. This will depend 
largely on the quality of the members 
of the Board of Curators that admin- 
ister Lincoln. There is no longer need 
of the old type of narrow and provin- 
cial board member who is overly con- 
cerned’ about individual prerogatives 
and personal advantages of the faculty 
- mo wv ws ape a oe such 
avored positions. ind of prefer-

If Lincoln University is to measure. 


up to the favorahle report of the Leg- 
islature committee there must be some 
major changes—in personnel and in op- 
eration. Lincoln, by heritage and by 
destiny, should be emancipated from 
black jingoism just as the university 
32 miles away is being freed of white 
jingoism. 

What Gov. Blair does about this will 
determine whether the institution is 
worthy of being continued as one of 
Missouri's top educational institutions.

THINKS BUDGET 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (UP) 
—Treasury Under Secretary W. | 
Randolph Burgess said today | 
that he believes President Eisen- 
hower’s record peacetime spend- 
ing budget of $71,800,000,000 
should be cut by two billion to 
three billion dollars. 

He made the statement under 
questioning at a Senate Finance 
Committee hearing on legisla- 
tion to increase tse interest 
rates on federal savings bonds. 

“My personal opinion is that 
it (the fiscal 1958 budget) could 
be cut two billion to three bil- | 
lion dollars and that would be a | 
sound thing to do,” Burgess | 
said. 

If this is done, and the fiscal 
1959 budget is held to about 
68 billion or 70 billion dollars 
also, he said, “we can cut taxes 
next year.” 

Burgess {s a former New 
York banker. Earlier in the 
year his chief, Secretary George 
M. Humphrey, also expressed 
alarm at the size of the budget. 

The views of Burgess con- 
flicted sharply with those of 
Mr. Eisenhower. The President, 
continuing to defend the size of 
his budget, told his press con- 
ference today that he did not 
believe it could be reduced by

THE CHILD desires nothing 
more than not to be a child. 
He picks that which will make

The child will love the rule, 
however, if he can see that it 
will help him to grow and if it 
enables him to become a man. 
Exterior discipline is mechan- 
ical; the punishment follows the 
crime without any thought of 
the personality of the child. 
Exterior discipline looks to the 
social order but interior disci- 
pline looks to the soul itself. 
One can farce someone to take 
a step, but one cannot force 
someone to be just. 

In one instance there is obe- 
dience to rule and in another, 
obedience to conscience. Both 
the external rule, or conformity 
to social standards, and inter- 
nal rule, or conformity to con- 
science, first expressed by the 
parent and later by the child, 
have their role to play in edu- 

cating the child. 
ie ©¢ 

AUTHORITY is the art of 
creating obedience. Obedience 
is not the absolute end of au- 
thority. When obedience be- 
comes a fetish, it creates dis- 
obedience by reaction. Here 
there is egotism on the part of 


the adult which looks more to 
himself than the child. He is 
defending his own personality 
which would be disrupted by 
disobedience. For the parent 
who over-emphasizes the exter- 
nal rule, authority equals obe- 
dience. 

He who seeks obedience for 
itself, loses it. He sometimes 
gets exterior order, but never 
interior adhesion. Obedience 
is not the end of authority; it 
is the effect of authority. Au- 
thority does not cause obedi- 
ence; it attracts it. Authority 
is moral prestige; it is grounded 
on moral prestige and value. 

Authority is attached to a 
person. That is why delegated 
authority is often provisory 
(for example, a baby sitter), be- 
cause it is not animated by that 
moral force which is possessed 
by the good parent. When the 
one who commands is not nor- 
mally good, refuge is sought 
either in tyranny on the part 
of the parent, or license on the 
part of the child. Authority is 
moral force; obedience is the 
sign of a strong personality, 
capable of freely giving him- 
self. A slave does not obey; 
he is subject. 

The union of authority and 
obedience is, therefore, the 
token of two values which de- 
mand one another and which 
ought to be an equilibrium. If 
the force of authority is lost, 
obedience loses its point of 
support. Juvenile delinquency 
increases in direct ratio to the 
decline of moral worth on the 
part of the parents.

OST men face retirement with someanxiety. This

He's 
depressed as he never was in the old days.”

SHE CONTINUES: “All this makes it easy for my 
mother to run his affairs. A peculiar change has taken 
place in both of them. She used to look up to him but 
now she seems a little condescending. She bosses him 
around, makes most of the decisions, and generally runs 
things while he reads, watches TV, works crossword puzzles, 
or goes out to chat with a few old cronies. I feel that he 
is deteriorating and it hurts me. It’s not right.” 

Such a change takes place too often, Mrs. G. It is of 
the highest importance that every man in passably good 
health should get into some other activities when he gives 
up his old job. He must do other things that will give him 
status, make him respect himself, give him a feeling that 
he still plays an important part in the community.

NEW YORK, April 3. 

T SOME CRUCIAL point in his later years, an old person 
A tines himself emotionally or economically tied to the place 

in which he lives. That happens long after his home has 
become a machine too dangerous and difficult for him to oper- 
ate. By that time, he no longer has a choice in finding a new 
dwelling. If he does move, it frequently coincides with a major 
crisis in his life: widowhood, chronic illness or loss of income 
or savings. Yet four out of five old folks maintain their own 
households. 

What happens to an average 
old couple living in a two-story 
seven-room house? Why are the 
aged living in the slums of al- 
most every big city? Penniless 
widows comprise one quarter 
of all women over 65. Where 
do they go? 

There are some unpleasant 


fancy place on my widow's pen- 
sion. Go to an old folks home? 
Never. That’s like dying.” 

But a great many old widows, 
perhaps one in four women, 
live with a son, daughter or 
other relatives. In these situa- 
tions, all too familiar to social 
workers and clergymen every- 


answers in United States Bu- 
reau of Census information. But 
there is hope for the aged in 
this respect in a dozen new 
experiments in housing for 
them. These developments are 
insignificant in number but they 
point to the future. 

The census information indi- 
cates that typical among the 
two out of three old couples 
who are living in their own 
homes is the man and woman 
who still have the house in 
which they reared four chil- 
dren, They have the old mohair 
living room furniture and even 
the old cradles. On the walls 
are the pictures of their grand- 
children, 

“The house needs painting 
but John can’t do it,” the 65- 
year-old woman told me on a 
recent visit. “He can’t climb the 
ladder. He’s 71, you know. It 
will cost $400 if we hire some- 
body. I guess it will have to 
wait.” 

The old couple do not use all 
six rooms in the house because 
climbing stairs and houseclean- 
ing have become difficult to do 
on a regular basis. 

“We like this house,” the 
woman said. “The children keep 
telling us to move into an ef- 
ficiency apartment. But the 
mortgage is paid and you know 
how that feels.” 

But there are hazards there 
for the aged. The bathtub is old 
fashioned and slippery. Last 
year, John fell in it and strained 
a ligament. Will he break his 
hip next time? Will he trip on 
the stairs? Take a tumble put- 
ting up a screen? Everywhere 
in that house is a danger spot 
for those no longer sure of 
foot or sight or subject to sud- 
den dizziness. 

The old person in the slum 
tenement has a much harder 
time of it. The rent averages 
about $30 a month, There are 
stairs to climb. In about half 
of the tenements there is no 
hot running water, toilet or sep- 
arate bath. 

Large numbers of the aged 
in slums subsist on relief or 
old age insurance checks. Rath- 
er than spend their allowances 
on good raw food and cook it, 
they eat in restaurants because 
“it's warm there and there are 
people to talk to.” This gets 
translated into high starch 
diets. 

Such poor housing brings 
with it tuberculosis, mental ail- 
ments and a high rate of chronic 
illness. In Tennessee a study 
by state authorities showed that 
run-down buildings produce a 
high incidence of that common 
injury to old people—hip frac- 
ture. 

Why do four out of five old 
people continue to maintain 
their own households despite 
the obvious’ difficulties? 

While sentiment plays a great 
part in those owning their own 
homes, those who rent have a 
different reply. 

“Where else would I go?” 
said an old widow. “My son 
can’t have me.in his three-room 
apartment. I can’t afford a 


where, the abrasion of the old 
against the young lays bare the 
basic conflicts of the aged in 
an industrial society. 

Take the case of a 73-year-old 
widow who lives with her 
daughter and son-in-law in a 
five-room suburban ranch 
house. She has the third bed- 
room. With no outside inter- 
ests except an occasional card 
game with friends, she watches 
television most of the day. What 
else does she do? 

Listen to her son-in-law: 

“She’s got the ‘needle’ out 
all day long. I can close the 
door behind me when I go to 
work, but my wife has to take 
it all day long. . 

“T can still hear her: ‘You 
don’t cook right. Don’t spoil 
the baby. You smoke too much. 
You stay out too late. The 
house is too cold.’ All day long. 
How much can my wife take? 

“And then at night. We don’t 
know if she’s asleep or not. 
She’s always listening. I’m go- 
ing crazy. I wish I'd never 
bought this house. I would rath- 


er live in three rooms than have | 


her with us. I know that’s a 
terrible thing to say, but I can’t 
help it.” 

Many old men and women 
find ways to be uséful in the 
homes of their children: baby 
sitting, helping with the house- 
keeping, tending the garden. 
But apparently they are in the 
minority. 

It is this kind of social pres- 
sure that has turned the 
thoughts of many public offi- 
cials and social workers in the 
field of the aged to homes for 
the aged where the old would 
be fed, cared for, provided with 
various activities and out of the 
way. 

The old people however, re- 
sist going to such places. To 
aged parents, efforts of their 
children to get them to live in 
a home for the aged is inter- 
preted as rejection. ... “They 
are trying to get rid of me.”

ceived form. 

What are the trends? The old 
people are getting healthier, 
and if a research breakthrough 
occurs in cancer or heart dis- 
ease, they will be the largest 
and healthiest group of aged 
ever experienced hy mankind. 

The old people are retiring 
sooner and in greater numbers 
from the labor force until now 
they represent the smallest 
proportion of aged workers in 
the history of this nation. 

The old people are demand- 
ing, and getting, greater eco- 
nomic security through govern- 
ment and industrial pensions. 
For many, these funds are at 
subsistence level and the pres- 
sure for help is bound to in- 
crease. 

The old people, by and large 
without employment, have as 
yet found no function for them- 
selves in our society. The very 
aged seem less part of the 
American stream of life than 
ever before. Few have dared to 
predict how these powerful 
forces multiplied by the millions 
of old people will combine. In- 
terest heretofore has been fo- 
cussed mainly on the humani- 
tarian aspect of aging: how to 
help them get through a bleak 
period of aches and pains. 

Yet the effect will be power- 
ful. It can be expected to exert 
its fullest pressure on the work- 
ing part of the population. 
Through taxes, they will have 
to help support the aged with 
housing, medical facilities and 
even food and clothing. As the 
proportion of old people rises 
perhaps to one in eight, the 
burden will get heavier and 
heavier.

Will the number of insti- 
tutions have to be increased to 
take care of them?” 

The young and middle-aged 
will feel the impact of a large 
group of old people whose 
goals, attitudes and experience 
will be different from theirs. 
This same big group will have 
voting power enough to change 
those ideas into actions. 

As the conflicts intensify, 
there can be expected an inten- 
sified search for ways and 
means to involve the old people 
in the community in useful and 
meaningful ways. Since many 
old people are dominated by a 
desire to work, special work 
programs may spring up. An 


economic method to do this 
has yet to be found. 
a. _ - 

N all these possibilities, scl- 


ence can be expected to playa 
major role. It will be on scien- 
tific data that programs will be 
formulated and evaluated. 
Scientific research can elimi- 
nate many of the heartaches of 
old age through the improve- 
ment of medical care and per- 
haps by lengthening life span 
and increasing the number of 
aged, science may bring even 
closer the day when the nation 
faces the crisis with its older 
population. 

But interest in the old peo- 
ple is increasing. The churches 
and synagogues have for the 
first time established programs 
for them. The state and Fed- 
eral governments are increas- 
ing economic assistance. A spe- 
cial National Committee on the 
Aging has been set up to pro- 
vide information and guide pro- 
grams. The Ford Foundation 
has given a grant of $500,000 
in the field. 

The tempo is rising. There 
is a twinkle of hope in. the 
distance.

EAR DR. STEINCROHN: 
Dwi you please explain 

what the word “cardiovascu- 
lar disease” means? I have tried 
to look it up but can't find it 
anywhere. 


ANSWER: CARDIO means 
connected with the heart: and 
VASCULAR means connected 
with, or pertaining, to the blood 
vessels. In a way it is a loosely 
used term. For example, a per- 
son who has coronary .disease 
and is primarily a “cardiac” 
really also is a cardiovascular 
patient. In other words, when 
he is old enough to have a cor- 
onary thrombosis, it is not un- 
likely that he has already had 
changes in his other blood ves- 
sels, too. Therefore, he has car- 
diovascular disease as well as 
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just heart disease. 
All you need to remember 
when you see CARDIOVASCU- 


LAR in the future is this: There 


is some trouble with the heart 
or blood vessels—or both.
